He  is  a  director  of  many  companies, 
and  is  chairman  of  the  Prince  Henry, 
Prince  of  Wales  and  Eastern  Suburbs 
Hospitals.

He 
saved  money,  and  a  few  years  later 
paid  $700  for  two  houses  which  he  let. 

With  his  wife  Chrissie,  who  survives 
him,  he  opened  the  Rendezvous  Cafe 
in  Darwin’s  main  street.  When  World

War  II  ended,  he  leased  the  Hotel 
Darwin  from  the  Federal  Government 
and  later  bought  it,  reputedly  for 
$80,000. 

When  he  died  Mick  owned  the 
Hotel  Darwin,  the  Fannie  Bay  Hotel, 
the  Parap  Theatre,  a  drive-in  theatre, 
an  interest  in  the  Star  Theatre  and 
several  blocks  of  shops,  office  build¬ 
ings  and  flats  in  Darwin.  He  also 
owned  blocks  of  flats  in  Sydney. 

To  his  sorrowing  widow  and  rel¬ 
atives  we  extend  our  sincere  condol¬ 
ences.

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AROUND  THE  WORLD  IN  60  DAYS

(Continued  from  last  issue) 

Our  next  move  was  to  Rotterdam 
where  we  joined  the  Brittania  for  a  five 
day  cruise  along  the  River  Rhine. 
Rotterdam  shall  always  be  remembered 
as  the  place  where  we  both  had  a 
“hairdo”  and  I  even  finished  up  with  a 
blue  rinse! 

The  Rhine  cruise  was  most  enjoy¬ 
able,  leaving  pleasant  memories  of  the 
places  we  visited  and  the  people  we 
met.  We  saw  cities  such  as  Dussel- 
dorf,  Cologne,  Mannheim,  Duesberg, 
the  old  castles  and  vineyards,  the  huge 
industries  in  the  Ruhr.  The  univers¬ 
ities  at  Heidelberg  brought  back  mem¬ 
ories  of  the  film  Student  Prince. 

We  left  the  ship  at  Basle  and  went 
by  rail  to  spend  a  couple  of  days  in 
Zurich,  then  by  plane  to  Athens, 
arriving  in  the  middle  of  a  heat  wave. 
This  we  could  not  get  used  to,  so  we 
left  for  Paris. 

We  visited  all  the  sights  -  Notre 
Dame  Cathederal,  the  Palace  of  Ver¬ 
sailles  ,the  Tuileries  Gardens,  the  Arc 
de  Triumphe,  the  Montmartre,  the 
theatres  (saw  Oh  Calcutta),  enjoyed  the 
French  wines,  had  meals  in  little  back 
alley  restaurants  and  also  in  the  swanky 
night  clubs.  We  rode  in  taxis,  on  the 
Metro  Underground,  and  in  buses. 
Could  not  speak  a  word  of  French, 
but  had  a  good  time  trying.  Edna  did 
not  shop  in  Paris  -  miles  too  expensive. 

Then  it  was  time  to  go  back  to 
London  where  we  had  a  little  extra 
time  on  account  of  leaving  Athens 
quickly.  This  time  we  were  just 
tourists.  Met  some  Australian  neigh¬ 
bours  who  took  us  to  a  night  club, 
where  people  were  betting  in  hundreds 
of  pounds  on  the  roulette  wheel,  black 
jack  and  other  gambling  games.  An 
exciting  night. 

All  good  things  come  to  an  end  and 
so  we  left  London  for  New  York  where 
we  only  had  two  days.  Just  time 
enought  to  walk  down  Fifth  Avenue 
shop  at  Macy’s,  dine  at  the  New  York 
Athletic  Club,  see  No  No  Nanette  with 
Ruby  Keeler,  and  visit  St.  Patrick’s 
Cathedral. 

On  to  San  Francisco  which  is  often 
referred  to  as  the  sister  city  of  Sydney 
why  I  cannot  tell.  As  far  as  I  can  see 
both  cities  have  their  own  individuality 
and  not  very  much  in  common. 


We  were  five  days  there  and  found  it  to 
be  the  most  expensive  place  of  all  to 
live.  The  only  cheap  thing  was  the 
bus  fares.  You  can  buy  a  ticket  for 
50  cents  and  it  entitles  you  to  use  the 
buses  or  trams  all  day. 

Riding  on  the  cablecars  was  quite 
an  experience.  The  cars  were  'sup¬ 
posed  to  carry  35  or  40  passengers  but 
carried  as  many  as  70  at  a  time.  People 
hung  from  the  sides  and  backs.  Some¬ 
times  the  weight  was  so  heavy  that 
on  the  steep  slopes  people  had  to  get 
off  and  give  the  tram  a  helping  hand 
by  pushing.  And  they  thought  this 
was  fun.  The  streets  in  this  city  are  so 
steep  it  is  unbelievable. 

We  went  down  to  Fisherman’s 
Wharf,  had  beer  and  a  fish  lunch  at  an 
Italian  cafe  on  the  wharf,  went  for  a 
cruise  in  the  ferry,  walked  down  the 
“crooked  street,”  strolled  through 
China  Town  and  walked  through  the 
beautiful  stores. 

We  visited  Lefty  O’Doull’s  hotel. 
This  man  has  passed  on  but  in  his  day 
he  was  one  of  the  greats  of  the  San 
Francisco  Giants’  baseball  team.  The 
walls  of  the  hotel  are  covered  by 
photographs  of  him  with  all  the  great 
people  of  America,  including  President 
Roosevelt,  Mayor  Jimmy  Walker,  Babe 
Ruth,  Ronald  Reagan,  Jack  Dempsey 
and  other  prominent  people. 

Later  we  had  drinks  at  another 
hotel  -  $3  for  Scotch  on  the  rocks! 

Next  day  we  flew  to  Hawaii,  which 
was  to  be  our  final  stopover  before 
heading  for  home.  Ten  days  of  hol¬ 
idays  this  time.  In  most  of  the 
other  cities  and  countries  I  had  business 
calls  to  make  and  people  to  interview, 
whereas  in  Hawaii  it  was  just  holidays 
in  the  sun. 

Honolulu  -  what  a  place!  Waikiki 
beach,  the  fabulous  hotels,  the  Out¬ 
rigger  Canoe  Club,  Diamond  Head,  the 
huge  mountains,  wonderful  shopping 
centres,  Mount  Pali  Lookout,  Kanehoe 
Beach,  the  Polynesian  Cultural  Centre, 
the  pineapple  plantations,  the  sugar 
cane  fields,  the  clouds  enshrouding  the 
mountains,  our  friend  Paul  Kruggel  who 
was  always  there  with  his  car  when 
needed,  our  visit  to  the  beautiful 
Byodo-In  Temple  (the  only  replica 
of  the  900  years  old  original  in  Japan), 
the  swans,  Japanese  fish  of  every 
conceivable  colour,  the  temple  bell 
which  is  five  feet  tall  and  weighs 


three  tons,  the  Tea  House  where  we 
had  a  cup  of  Japanese  green  tea, 
and  the  dolphins  in  a  hotel  lake  that 
put  on  an  aquatic  display  just  on  feed¬ 
ing  time  when  we  arrived.  We  were 
fortunate  to  get  some  very  good  col¬ 
oured  shots  of  these  remarkable  sea 
mammals. 

And  then  home  to  be  so  warmly 
welcomed  and  feted  by  our  friends, 
and  this  was  as  moving  and  gracious 
a  moment  as  Edna  and  I  had  ex¬ 
perienced.

We  were  pleased  to  find  spring  snow 
covering  most  of  the  Main  Range  - 
lovely  granulated  stuff  that  slips  away 
from  the  skis  with  a  swish.  An  easy 
to  ski  surface  that  flatters  one’s  tech¬ 
nique  no  end. 

We  dropped  our  rucksacks  at  Albina 
and  spent  the  afternoon  climbing  Mt.

Townsend  and  then  Mt.  Alice  Rawson. 
Magnificent  views  in  all  directions  with 
a  dizzy  drop  to  the  green  meadows  of 
Geehi  6,000  ft.  below  us.  Then  back 
to  the  hut  for  a  huge  meal,  washed 
down  by  a  litre  of  a  robust  red  that 
Bruce  had  been  persuaded  to  carry  for 
us. 

On  the  track  again  at  6.30  next 
morning,  we  went  up  the  side  of 
frozen  Mt.  Northcote  and  along  the 
spine  ridge  of  the  dividing  range  past 
Mt.  Lee  and  Curruthers  Peak.  We 
were  being  buffeted  by  a  howling 
south-westerly  with  gusts  of  probably 
60  mph  that  actually  blew  us  over 
several  times. 

We  followed  the  narrow  west  ridge 
of  Twynam  to  the  top  of  Watson’s 
Crags.  This  would  be  the  one  spot 
in  our  Australian  alps  that  comes  near¬ 
est  in  scenic  beauty  and  steepness  to 
the  most  spectacular  European  and 
New  Zealand  alps. 

Back  to  Twynam  and  the  2,000  ft. 
descent  to  the  footbridge  over  the 
Snowy  River  at  lllawong  Lodge,  a  mile 
above  Guthega  Dam.  We  were  using 
violet  Klister  as  a  climbing  and  running 
wax-  which  proved  most  satisfactory 
for  October  temperatures  and  snow 
conditions. 

Berry  and  Bruce  were  having  their 
first  tour  on  langlaufs,  and  had  some 
fun  and  games  mastering  their  turns 
on  the  steep  bits.  I  cheated  a  little  by 
using  light  touring  skis.  Their  extra 
width  and  heavier  Ramy  bindings  gave 


me  greater  control  and  downpull  when 
needed.  This  made  turning  easier  but 
I  paid  the  penalty  after  lunch  when  we 
ran  out  of  snow  when  climbing  Farm 
Creek  at  the  back  of  Perisher  -  touring 
skis  are  much  heavier  than  langlaufs  to 
carry  as  one  flounders  over  3ft.  high 
scrub!  We  then  had  a  good  run  on 
firm  snow  down  Perisher  saddle  to  the 
valley  and  on  to  Perisher  Hutte  for  the 
night. 

Next  morning  we  went  along  the 
road  to  the  Chalet  at  Charlotte’s  Pass 


followed  by  a  steep  climb  to  Mt. 
Stilwell  and  a  good  run  along  the 
Kangaroo  and  Ramshead  Ranges  back 
to  the  top  of  the  chair  lift  at  Thredbo, 
arriving  back  at  our  starting  point, 
Roslyn  Lodge,  at  1  pan. 

The  four  lodges  we  visited,  Roslyn, 
Albina,  lllawong  and  Perisher,  were 
all  built  by  the  Australian  Alpine  Club 
and  the  round  trip,  some  35  miles 
including  several  detours,  is  referred 
to  by  that  club  as  the  “grand  tour.”
